way s and m eans, who has ju st come 
to town, pooh-poohs the idea that the 
hou se m ay be indu ced this w inter to 
rev ise the tariff in whole, as dem and­ 
ed by Repu blican insu rgents in the 
west, or in part as proposed by R epre­ 
sentativ e Mann. At the sam e tim e Mr. 
Pay ne and his friends probably wou ld 
acknow ledge in confidence that they 
do not like the looks of the m ov em ent 
against the tariff that has behind it 
the persistent and pestiferou s person­ 
ality of Mr. Mann. 
It is a pretty prev alent belief in 
W ashington that the Mann bills relat­ 
ing in the m ain to the trade relations 
of the U nited S tates with C anada will 
offer an ex cu se for agitation by Repu b­ 
licans, su ch as Senator Cu mmins, who 
insist that the party failed to conform 
to its platform pledges when it placed 
the Pay ne tariff act before the presi­ 
dent for approv al. 
One of Mr. M ann’s 
bills prov ides for a change in the wood 
pu lp print-paper schedu le of the new 
tariff law, another ex em pts Canadian 
produ cts from the application of the 
m ax imu m tariff, and a third prov ides 
for postponing the date u pon which 
the m ax im u m tariff shall become ef­ 
fectiv e. 
R epresentativ e 
Mann 
annou nced 
that he was prom pted to introdu ce 
these bills becau se of a fear that if 
the tariff law was enforced in its pres­ 
ent form a disastrou s trade w ar with 
Canada wou ld resu lt. This fear is said 
to be shared by some adm inistration 
leaders. 
W hether the Mann bills will 
hav e the su pport of the adm inistration 
has not been disclosed. 
Nor is it 
known w hat attitu de Speaker Cannon 
will assu m e tow ard the m easu re. 
In 
addition to the significance attached to 
the pu rpose of Mr. M ann’s mov e to 
rev ise the tariff by reason of the fact 
that he is one of the chief lieu tenants

#innon, Mr. Mann has 
been a frequ ent caller at the W hite 
Hou se lately , and it is u nderstood that 
he acqu ainted the president w ith his 
determ ination to introdu ce bills for a 
partial rev ision of the tariff.

to o plentiful in 1908. This y ear Con­ 
troller of the Currency M urray took 
earlev steps 
to 
accommodate 
the 
shopping public. 
Legal 
restrictions 
hamper considerably the issue of one 
and two-dollar 
bills. 
The 
act 
of 
March 24, 1900, prov ided that there­ 
after the issue of silv er certificates 
should be limited 
to the 
denomina­ 
tions of $10 and under, ex cept that 
10 per cent of the total v olume of 
such certificates in the discretion of 
the secretary of the treasury may be 
issued in denominations of $20, $50 
and $100. 
The law limits also the 
issue of $5 bank notes to one-third 
the circulation of each hank, making 
the aggregate of $5 notes issuable 
$2 2 0.0 0 0.0 0 0. 
When 
the treasury 
department 
along in July 
began to 
prepare for 
the crop mov ing season. Controller 
M urray found that only $126,000,000 
of $5 bank notes were outstanding. 
He therefore issued 
a circular re­ 
q uesting the banks 
to reliev e 
the 
pressing demand for small bills by 
issuing the remaining $94,000,000 in 
$5 notes, to which they were entitled. 
By this plan the large demand for $5 
silv er certificates would be reliev ed 
and these being thus released could 
be ex changed for one and two dollar 
bills. The banks were urged to order 
plates for printing the notes and the 
orders were made “special” so that 
the notes might be ready for deliv ery 
when req uired. The inference is that 
the banks hav e small bills enough, 
particularly as the banks already en­ 
titled to more circulation are making 
little demand for small bills.

FRAUD O RDERS. 


The 
W ay 
Our 
Postoffice 
Inspectors 
Protect the Public. 
W hen a person or tirni that is un­ 
known to the postotfice inspectors be­ 
gins to receiv e large quantities of let­ 
ters the inspectors begin to inv esti­ 
gate. They v isit the office of the con­ 
cern and learn what they can. If it is 
a legitim ate and honest business it is 
not interfered with. 
But if it looks 
“ shady ,” if it happens to be a m ining 
or land schem e that offers large re­ 
turns upon the inv estm ent of money , 
the inspectors abstract a dozen or so 
of the incom ing letters from the mail, 
get the nam es and addresses of the 
w riters and then reseal the letters and 
permit them to be deliv ered. 
The nex t mov e for the inspectors is 
to v isit the persons whose uames and 
addresses w ere taken from the loners 
and to get from them the correspond­ 
ence of the supposed fraudulent con­ 
cern. W ith this the inspectors “ make” 
a case and either cause the arrest of 
the 
dishonest 
persons 
or 
cause 
a 
“ fraud order” to be issued against it. 
A “ fraud order” is sim ply an order 
made 
by 
the 
postal 
authorities 
at 
W ashington 
declaring 
that 
such 
a 
business is fraudulent and w arning 
the public against sending money to* 
it. 
A fter that each letter com ing ad­ 
dressed to that concern is stam ped 
“ fraud” in red ink across its face and 
returned to the sender. 
Thousands of schem es for defraud­ 
ing the public has been stopped by the 
postal authorities, and they are alw ay s 
on the w atch for them .—K ansas City 
Star.

French P easants Who Are Ex perts In 
W alking on Stilts. 
There is a v ast district in France 
where 
the 
entire 
com m unity 
goes 
about and transacts its business on ] 
stilts. 
T his district 
is called 
“ Res 
L andes.” 
The inhabitants, who are am ong the 
poorest peasants in France, gain tneir j 
subsistence by fishing, by such little I 
agriculture as is possible and bj7 keep- 
\ 
ing cow s and sheep. 
The shepherds | 
make use of their stilts for tw o pur- j 
poses—first, because walking is quite j 
im possible on account of the sage and 
undergrowth of brush, and, second, ] 
because the height of their stilts giv es j 
them a greater range of v ision. 
The stilts generally are about six or 
sev en feet high. Near the top there is 
a support for the foot, w hich has a 
strong stirrup and 
strap, and 
still 
nearer the top a band of leather fas­ 
tens the stilt firmly to the leg just be­ 
low the knee. Som e stilts, especially 
those made for fancy walking and for 
tricks, are ev en 
higher than sev en 
feet, and the man who uses these— 
and he m ust be an ex pert—can trav el 
as fast as ten m iles an hour. 
The 
low er end of this kind of stilt 
is 
capped with a sheep bone to prev ent 
its splitting. 
Some o f these Landes shepherds are 
w onderfully clev er in the m anagem ent 
o f their stilts. 
They run races, step 
or jum p ov er brooks, clear fences and 
w alls and are able to keep their bal­ 
ance and equilibrium w hile stooping 
to the ground to pick up pebbles or to 
gather wild flowers. They fall prone 
upon 
their faces and assum e their 
perpendicular without an effort and 
in a single moment after they hav e 
thus prostrated them selv es.—Technical 
World M agazine.
